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DETAILED ACTION 
Allowable Subject Matter 

1. Claims 1, 5, 9-12, 14-17, and 26-29 are allowed. 

2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance. The prior art 
does not disclose or suggest "each flow tube interconnecting adjacent sensors is not 
shielded" in combination with the remaining claim elements of claim 1. The prior art 
does not disclose or suggest "wherein said conducting shield of said piezoelectric 
resonator sensor is not interconnected with conducting shields of different sensors, and 
flow tubes interconnect said piezoelectric resonator sensor to adjacent sensors, and 
each of said flow tubes is not shielded" in combination with the remaining claim 
elements of claim 5. Yoshimne et al. does not disclose interconnecting the plurality of 
sensors; therefore, Yoshimne et al. cannot disclose that the flow tubes interconnecting 
the sensors are not shielded.
